greatly prized it, as well on account 
of the ingenuity of the performance, 
as the probability of its having sug- 
gested to Mr. John Bunyan the first 
idea of his " Pilgrim's Progress," and 
of his ** Holy War," whicn was inti- 
mated in writing, on a leaf facingthe 
title-page, by the late Rev. Mr. lop^ 
lady. His words are as follow : 

" Sometime after- the commence- 
ment of the seventeenth century, a sin- 
gularly ingenious piece of Spiritual 
Allegory was published under the fol- 
lowing title, — " The hit of Man^ or 
** the legal Proceedings in Manshire 
•* against Sin." — ^Theauthor was the 
Rev. Mr. Bernard, Rector of 
Batcombe, Somerset. This perform- 
ance seems to have had a great run ; 
my copy is of the eighth Edition, 
printed ztLondon, A. D. 1632. The 
above Work, in all probability, sug* 
gested to Mr. John Bunyan, tne first 
idea of his * Pilgrim's Progress,' and 
of bis • Holy War.'

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The observation excited my curio- 
sity to read the book ; and I had not 
proceeded far, before I felt myself 
confirmed in Mr. Toplady*% opinion. 
Conceiving it well worthy of the pe- 
rusal of the admirers ot allegorical 
compositions^ I immediately formed 
the intention of publishing a new 
£dition ; but determined before I 
committed it to the press, to submit 
it to the opinion of my judicious and 
literary friend, Thomas Roberts ^ Esq, 
His Sentiments on the merits of the 
Work, together with a short Charac* 
ter of the pious Author, and other 
matters relative to the subject, may 
be found in the Letter following this 
advertisement. 

If any thing were thought neces- 
sary to be said on this species of wri- 
ting, more than what the author has 
noticed in his prefatory remarks, I 
would give it in the words of the same 
author quoted above. He says, " an 
Allegory is a figurative speech, in 
which more is contained than what 
the literal meaning conveys. Thus 
the Roman . Commonwealth is ad.

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$wt sabj^t ; no alteration vhatevjer 
bas been made in rho piece ; but it is 
npw given to the Pubiie in t(ie same 
language as left by the author hinu 

In the seventh Edition, printed in 
the year 1632, the author telU us that 
be first added a Tabic afConUnts^ and 
mpre marginal Notes i and observes, 
'* This his coat, though not altered in 
the fashion, yet is it made somewhat 
longer. For though from his first 
binn into the vorld, it be near a year, 
yet he is grown little bigger ; but I 
think him to be come to bis full sta. 
ture : so he will be but as a little pig- 
my, to be carried abroad in any man's 
pocket." — It does not appear tKat af- 
tcr this the work underwent any al- 
terations, as in the fifteenth Edition, 
from which the present is taken, no 
mention of the sort is made. 

I greatly wished to obtain some 
Memoirs of Mr. Bernard; but 
have hitherto been unsuccessful. If 
at a future period, another Edition 
should be called for, and any authen^* 
tic account further than what is given 

by 
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by ray friend Mr. Roberts in his Let- 
ter, can be met with, I shall feel a 
pleasure in gratifying the Public with 
it. Meantime, as an accompany- 
ment to the Work, I have given a 
Head of the Author, copied from an 
old engraved Likeness by Hollar^ 
taken in the year 1641, at which 
time Mr. Bernard was seventy, 
four years of age.

LETTER 

TO THE PUBLISHER. 
Mr. EDWARDS, 

SIR, 

J. HE Httle Book you sent me, 
requesting to know my opinion of its 
merits, is indeed, as Mr. Toplady has 
said, *' a singularly ingenious piece 
of Spiritual Allegory ;*' and, I doubt 
not, some persons will fed no diffi- 
culty in subscribing to Mr. Toplady*% 
assertion, that! •' in all probability it 
suggested to "hAr, Jekn Bunyan^ the 
first idea of his Pilgrim^ s Progress^ 
and of his Holy War:' That Bun. 
yan had seen the book, may be infer- 
red from its very extensive circula- 
tion ; for in one year only, after its 
firU publication, it ran through seven 
editions. Yet it is not to evidence 
»o vague as the mere probability of 
his having seen " The IbIc of Man," 
but to internal analogy, that is traced 

Bunyan'^ 
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Bunyan's acquaintance with Ber- 
nard. In their characters, " Wil^ 
ful mU" is the Prototype of ** Will, 
be-wilU" In " Mr. Worldly-wise^ 
man" we recognise " Sir Worldly^ 
wise," &c, &c. The correspondence 
likewise of circumstances and things, 
will be thought apparent ; as for in- 
stance, Bernard's •• Soul's-town/* 
18 evidently Bunyan's ** Town of 
Man's-soul." And the trial of the 
Pilgrims, in the town of Vanity, is 
the counterpart of " The Isle of 
Msiu" passim. 

Mr. Bernard was many years 
Rector of Batcombe^ in Somersetshire^ 
He was a learned divine, and a zea- 
lous pastor.* The Nonconformist's 
Memorial says, he succeeded Dr« 
Bisse, who came to that parish soon 
after the reformation. I have so.ught 
after some memoirs of him, but have 

not 

* Of his learning there it ample proof in bis 
numerous writings, which also discover great 
precision of thought, and much strength and 
energy of mind : and the same uncommon 
ardor which breathes throughout his writings, 
was, during a long and laborious ministry, mauj-. 
fested with extensive effects, in his immediate and 
extra-parochial engagements. 
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not been gratified. He was not of 
Oxford^ for Wood only mentions him 
incidentally, with reference to a tract 
of his, entitled, •* A Guide to Grand 
jury Men," in Cases, of Witch, 
craft. A subject which has now 
ceased to assume so much importance 
as in the early part of the seventeenth 
century, but had then, however, a 
conspicuous part in the writings pf 
both lawyers and divines. Royal 
pens claimed not higher ^ honors 
than to be distinguished in the dis- 
cussion of it. 

. Many useful pieces were written 
by Mr. Bernard; his principal 
work was his " Thesaurus Biblicus 
seu promptuarium sacrum.** Fol, 
1644 ; which I recollect to have met 
ivith in the library of my esteemed 
friend R. C. Bracktnbury^ of Raith* 
by Hallf in Lincolnshire , Esq* This 
work not only proves the Author to 
have been a judicious and learned di- 
vine, but has the distinguished honor 
of being the first Dictionary of the 
Bible. The Thesaurus has been 
spoken of as having been of service 

to 
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to the Church of God» and for 
which many have been tbankfol. 
It afterwards went through a se- 
cond edition. A welKengraven like- 
ness of the Author, oy HoUat^ 
accompanies this work. This por« 
trait was taken in the year 1041, 
when Mr. Bernard was 74 yearn 
of age. He was therefore Dora 
in 1567, and died before the " The- 
saurus Biblicus" was published. In 
1642, he published " The Bible's Ab- 
stract and Epitome/' and may there- 
fore be presumed to have finished hia 
long, laborious and useful life, about 
the year 1643 : Dr. Watkins and 
Cr<22»ftfr say, 1641. Mr. Conant^ a 
respectable nonconformist, hot who 
afterwards conformed, (which was 
likewise the case with our author) 
gives the following e^tcellent charaC'* 
ter of Mr. Bernard, in anaddress 
to the reader, prefixed to the above 
work. 

** I bad for sundry years last past. 
Home intimate acquaintance with him ; 
during which time, as (by the testt- 
tnony of many godly learned) long

^fore, h6 bath e^mstsm^ been vetf 
la^riotis in the public exercise of his 
Ttnimtty ; the trait thereof was seal<^ 
td hy the eofiversioft of many soah 
Hftm Godr Those hf^ Mnyrs in the 
fnimstiy, i^ere wot only beaftowcd in 
bis own Congregation, but in several 
market town^ next adjacent ; where 
.weekly lectwes were for many yeari 
eomfflued, by the free and voluntary 
coan«s«an<;e of pious, godly, and or- 
thodox divines, until they were, by 
tbeks€ Bishop o1 that diocese, to the 
^eat pfejod^fce of many souls, impe- 
tioui^ suppressed^ In that his mi* 
jHs^ml work, he was as a kader and 

iiJ/Zerm fWfk> many, exemplifying in 
rta sermona thafi method for preack*^ 
ingi which many year^ since, in hi« 
faithful Shepherd^ he had prescribed, 
et at leatt proposed in ttmting. Di« 
^efs painfiM and profitabk laborers in 
the Lord's Vineyard bad their first 
initiation and direction from and un^ 
der bim; imto whom also many 
Dthera bad recourse, and from whom 
they borrowed no^smal') l^h^ and en- 
cduragemeikt. Hisf people by hii 
B constant 
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constant pains in catechising^ (wherein 
he had an excellent facility) as well 
as in preachings . were more than or- 
dinary proficients in the knowledge 
of the things of God ; and the youth 
of his congregation very ready in 
giving understandingly an account of 
their faith, whereof himself would 
often speak with much rejoicing* 
And that the knowledge of his people 
was not merely speculative, appeared 
by the many liberal contributions, 
which for pious and charitable uses» 
were made by them ; wherein I sup- 
pose, rata proportioned they were not 
mferior to any congregation in that 
whole county wherein he lived. His 
preaching and catechising, were ac« 
companied with zeal, frequency, and 
fervency in prayer, wherein he was 
very ready and powerful, and where- 
by all his other labors became the 
more successful. With all- these, 
his ordinary and more private con- 
versation held good correspon4ence, 
he being bold, expert, and candid in 
admonishing or reproving, as occa- 
sion was presented ; tender also and 

cordial 
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tordial in comforting the afflicted or 
wounded spirit ; and, in a word, he 
shewed much integrity in all his acti- 
ons. He was, in his private studies^ 
(according to that strong constitution 
wherewith God had hlessed him) in- 
clefatigable ; the benefit whereof the 
Church of God enjoyeth, in those 
many tractates written and printed by 
him; as most men, versed in the- 
ological studies, will give testimo- 
ny/' 

May it not be deemed worthy of 
remark, that in 1633, about seven 
years after *• The Isle of Man" was 
published, Phineas Fletcher favored 
the world with his beautiful pastoral, 
•* The Purple Island, oft. The 
Isle of Man." The similarity of 
title would lead one to imagine, that 
to Bern ARD we not only thus owed, 
according to Mr. Toplady^ the exist- 
ence of two of the finest Spiritual 
Allegories in prose, •* The. Pil- 
grim's Progress," and •• The Holy 
War;" but likewise of one of the 
best Poetical . Allegories in the 

world. 

B a P, Fletcher^ 
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P. FlHcher^ in his 4edication tot 
Mr. Betilowti^ speaks of his works^ 
as being early productions^ *' raiir 
essays of niy very unripe years, and 
almost childhood/' This, most pro^ 
bably, he asserts of bis '* Piscatory 
Eclogues/' or the " Miscellaoies«'* 
" The Purple Island" is not an eswy 
of a juvenile genius. You would add 
to the obligation wbich^ by publishing 
Jit fieri' s Pocmt^ you have already 
conferred on the religious world, were 
you to print an edition of that lovely 
pastoral, " The Purple Island." It 
was printed some time since, but 
wa# vilely mutilated, so as to merit 
the censure it has with great pro* 

Jriety met with from Dr. Andersoum 
n. the same manner was treated 
*' Christ'* Victprv and Tai* 
UMPH," hy GiUf FUtcher^ the hxon 
ihcr oi PAtneas I a Poem that merits 
the panegyric Dr.JnJersonh^sxovig 
on it ; possessing '* energy of style, 
sublimity of sentiment, opulence of 
description, and harmony of num* 
faers; rich and picturesque in the 

highest 
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highest degree, tleserving to be better 
known." 

' " The Isle of Man" has spoken for 
itself. It is no small encomium, to 
say of a book, that it went through 
seven editions immediately After its 
.ihtroduction into the world ; and that,* 
^* not only hundreds, but thousands 
had welcomed it to their houses, and 
expressed their ' approbation of it." 
Allegory has an extensive in- 
fluence in the world. Dr. John^ 
son has said, " Allegory is perhaps 
one of the most pleasing vehicles 
of instruction." — The scenical mode 
of conveying ideas powerfully im- 
presses the human mind, which re- 
ceives all its impressions through the 
medium of the external senses ; and 
while mankind are the subjects of 
fancy and feeling, the heart and the 
imagination will maintain an interest 
fully as universal, and certainly not 
less predominant than those faculties 
which esteem truth only as it exists in 
the abstract. If the ingenuity of the 
general subject combines with the no- 
velty of the successive incidents ; if 
B3 the 
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tbe developemeat of the inciilenU 
fails not to gratify the fancy, while 
it itiflu^ncc* the feelings, and harmo- 
nizes with the views oF reason ; mre* 
ly, neither Truth nor Virtue can b« 
justly censured, but must rather 
claim applause, foic calling in the 
aid of such a powerful and pleasing 
ally as Allegory. 

Mr, BsRN ARDi I am inclined to 
believe, will be allowed to have 
shewn, connected with brilliancy oi 
wit, and soundness of judgment, a 
deep acquaintance with the human 
heart and character. His design,

*' through corruption of nature ; and 
** bow a man may come to a holy 
" reflection, and so happily recover 
" himself out of his natural wretched

And, it may be, 
thus to allegorize upon such a 
subject matter from all these 
passages in politic government, 
required some more experi- 
ence than some perhaps conceit, 
though the thing done to their 
hand may seem now most easy. 

But the fault, if a fault, pe- 
radventure, is not simply impu- 
ted for making an allegory ; but 
in following it so largely, and 
for surfeiting (as it were inter- 
^ 3 lude- 
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lude-wise) some things £&c tlve 
weigh tiness of the matter tbereitt 
contained^ not seetniog grave 
enough, as the parables of 
Christ^ and his Prophets were. 
For sin and sinful courses ctf 
men should be so.,.4iBcipheted> 
as the readm might rather be 
iHoved to laftiefit than odcadi- 
pped to laugh* ; • 

First, for the largeness, it is 

no more than the necessity of the 

-intended discourse reqtiires, as 

the scope before-mefitionea may

Ezck.* 17. bles of our Saviour in St. Luk^^ 

* *9' and of Ezekiel^ were large^ and 

they were prosecuted according 

to the nature of those things 

from whence they were taken, 

to lay open fully thereby what 

they intended, and this is but 

so, and no more. 

I confess, the matter of this 

allegorical 
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aU^oiical discour^ to be ^uch 
(as may appear by the manifold 
lessons before laid down, being 
the summaty contents of the 
&)ok)^ as ought to work in every 
Christian reader sormw of heart 
in the deep consideration of hh 
miseries, till he be recovered 
Ottt of his wretched estate : and 
withal, to cause a diligent endea- 
vour in sober sadness to better 
his condition of living Christian- 
liht before God ; neither of 
which is prevented by the man- 
ner of handling. If all would do, 
as tome have done, first to read 
it after the letter, and then at- 
tend piously to the spiritual 
sense, they would attain to that, 
which ill so penning it I aimed 
at. I knew the natures of men 
in the world* I persuaded my- 
self that the allegory would 
draw many to read, which might 

be 
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be as a bait to catch them, per- 
haps, at unawares, and to move 
them to fall into a meditation 
at the length, of the spiritual 
use thereof : which I well hoped 
that others more religiously bent, 
would at the first discern and 
make benefit of. . 

If two or three passages carry 
not that gravity in shew as 
some, perhaps, could wish they 
did ; let these consider therein 
in those places the enforced na- 
. ture of the allegory. Then how 
that elsewhere in all the rest of 
the Book the carriage of thc^ 
matter is very far from the na-» 
ture of so odious and so base a. 
comparison, if it be in the han4 
of a piously-affected, and welU 
minded reader. Lastly, That 
even those few passages are 
sharp reproofs; and are no more 
an occasion to guilty parties, 

with 
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\srith the conceit thereof to make 
themselves merry, than that 
great Prophet ElijaFs mocking 
(in a matter none more weighty) 
was to the priests of Baal^ when 
yet, perhaps, some of the wiser 
sort abhorring Baal^ might smile 
secretly thereat. 

There is a kind of smiling 
and joyful laughter, for any 
thing I know, which may stand 
with sober gravity, and with the 
best man's piety, justly occasi- 
oned from the right apprehen-» 
sion of things ; else had not 
Ahraham fallen into it, nor holy 
Job J nor the righteous in seeing 17^"' *'' 
(which is strange) matter of fear. ^^^ *9- 34- 
Well, 1 have clothed this Book 
as it is. It may be, some hu- 
mour took me, as once it did 
old Jacohy who apparelled Joseph 
differently from all the rest of 
his brethren in a party-coloured 

coat. 
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coat. It may aUo be, ibat I took 
(as Jacab did in hisJosefib) mam 
delight in this Lad, thaii in; 
twenty other of his brethren 
born before him, or in a younger 
Benjamin brought forth soon a£< 
terhim. 

When I thus did apparel 
him, I intended to send him 
forth to his brethren, hoping 
hereby to procure him the more 
acceptance, where he happily 
should come ; and my expecta-* 
tion hath not failed. De^einred 
altogether I am not, as was. 
Jacob in sending his Joseph 
among his envious brethren ^ 
for not onlyhundreds, but some 
thousands have welcomed him 
to their houses. They say thejr 
like his countenance, his habit, 
and manner of speaking well 
enough; though other, too nice^ 
be not so well pleased therewith.

Butyvho can' please all ? Or 
how caa any one so write or 
speak as to content every man ? 
If ^ toy mistake me, and abuse 
him iti their too carnal appre- 
hension, without the truly in^ 
tended spiritual use, let them 
blame themseHes, and neither

You that like him, I pray you 
still accept of him, for whose 
sake, to further your spiritual 
Bieditation, I have sent him out 
with these ConienSs^ and more 
marginal notes.

It is meet that a Justice be learodd in 
the laws, to know how to proceed legal- 
ly : so must this spiritual Justice be 
learned both in the law and gospd, to 
know what Sins are committed against 
either of them, and thereafter to pro- 
ceed. 

A Justice is comknonly to be one in 
that country where he is an inhabitant : 
80 this Justice must be every man*s well' 
informed judgment within himself, tiot 
another man's : for it is not anotter 
man's judgment that can sit down in his 
soul, to try and examine his heart atid 
s Cor. ft. ways, but his own judgment. For who 
^y knoweth what is in man, saving the spi- 

rit of a man which is in man. 
What Ms "^^c Justice's office is to preserve 
tfiee is, peace, and to see the laws observed, and 
to see to the suppressing of aU disorders, 
routs, ridts, robberies, and consphrades.^

and sturdy beggars ; yea, to se« the re- 
formation of all unlawfiil gaming, and 
every misdemeanor whatsoever, by law 
prohibited ; contrary to the peace of our 
Sovereign Lord the King, and the quiet 
of the weal public.

Woman, 
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Woman ! woman ! for the witnes55es The Judge* s 
against thee, they are witliout exception, ^P'^^^^ '* 
and thy own month doth condemn thy- '^' 
self, in ^2Ltjirstj thou dost confess, that 
thou wouldest not be ruled by tiiem 
when these holy men were sent unto 
thee, and that witK special command 
6*om his Majesty to see thee reformed. 
Again, that tliou dofit acknowledge thy- 
•self to have been wholly led by tlie Old- 
man, one now most justly condemned by 
the law to be crucified. 
' As touching David's heart, Solomon's 
heart, Asa his heart, the faithful heart of 
Abraham, and the upright heart of //e- 
xekiah, never an one of these was thy- 
self, thou dost lewdly seek to deceive 
by equivocation, and to beguile the 
standers by with thy tricks of Jesuitical. ^^^^ ^^^ 
cozenage. True it is that there is great The Heart 
commendation of an Heart, and the same is twofold. 
Xjo be an lionest and good heart, an up- 
right heartj a faithful heart. But wo- ^^nBiBed. 
man, this is the heart sanctified and 
purged by faith in all those that are born 
anew of water and the Holy Ghost : 
but this is not that which thou art, the 
natural and corrupt heart : thou art that 
commendable heart in name only, but Corrvpt. 
not in quality : therefore thy boasting is 
vain, thy pleading subtilty> verifying 

JeremiafCs 
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Jeremiah's evidence of thee, that thou 
art very deceitful. 

As for tlie vulgar praising of thee, it is 
tlirough their own self-love, and foolish 
ficlf-conceit, and their utter ignorance of 
thee, that maketli tliem to speak so well 
of thee. Thou dost therefore but trifle 
away the time, and trouble the assem* 
bly. 

As for thine age, it procureth thee no 
pity at all, because thou hast beguiled, 
undone, and bewitched so many. Thine 
age should have taught thee better things, 
but t!iy obstinacy in wickedness would 
not suiier tliee. Hear therefore tliy sen- 
tence. 
Sentence a- Thou Mrs. Heart hast been endited 
gaimt Mrs. by the name of Mrs. Heart, of those 
Heart, Felonies, Murders, Conspiracies, and 
Rebellions, and for the same hast been 
arraigned : thou hast pleaded Not Guilty, 
hast put thyself to the trial, and been 
found Guilty, having nothing justly to 
. say for thyself. This is the la\0'. Thou 
Her punish^ shalt be canied back from whence thou 
earnest, and diere live condemned to 
perpetual imprisonment under Master 
Newman the Keeper, without bail or 
mainprize. Gaoler, take her to thee. 
Pro. 4. 23. l^^^k to the Prisoner, and keep this Heart 
ii^b. 3.13. diligently, and take heed lest there he at 
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any tinfe in you an heart of inJideUty , to 
depart from the living God. Mr. Sheriff 
Religion, and the Under-sheriff Resolu- 
tion, do see it performed very carefollj 
and speedily according to the sentence 
given. 

After Mrs, Hearfs arraignment, and 
condemnation, JVilful Will is com- 
manded to the Bar, and to hold up his 
hand, and his enditement was read. 

JVilful Will, thou art endited by the Win or- 
name of Wilful Will, pf the Town of f^S^i- 
Free, and in the County of Evil, that 
thou partaking with Old-man, and lewd- 
ly living at tlie bent of Mrs, Heart, hast 
been a champion for them, ready to act 
all their villainies, and upon every mo- 
tion of theirs, or any solicitation of those 
her harlotry maids, her passions, hast 
from time to time gathered together all 
the powers thou couldest make within 
this Isle of Man, to raise rebellion, and 
by force and arms hast often attempted 
to rush in and upon his Majesty's garri- 
son, appointed for the safe keeping of 
the Town of Soul, and so of the whole 
Island, and thereby hast given occasion 
to the enemies, to seek to invade the 
same, contrary to the peace of our So- 
verign Lord the King, his Crown and 
Dignity. 

What 
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What sayeat thou to this enditement? 
Guilty, or Not Guilty ? 

His answer, was. Not Guilty, my 

Lord } and so put himself upon liis trial 

by God and the country. 

fVitnesses Then were witnesses called out, and 

calUd oui. ^i^Q fij-st Qf tiiej^ ^yas tli« Captain of the 

Garrison, which wiis one Captain Rea- 

The Captain coming before the Judge, 
was asked what he could say for the 
King, against the Prisoner at tiie Bar ? 

My Lord, saith he, by my Sovereign's 
appointment, I was made Captain of this 
Garrison in Soul ; and his Majesty also 
was pleased to place this Prisoner in the 
same for his service, but yet under me, 
and at my command, and not to do what 
he himself listed. 

But he iiaving conceited himself to be 
' free, and not under controlment, and 
being grown full, he hath by tlie be- 
witching of Mrs. Heart, and her maids^ 
endeavoured to bear all the sway, 
treading down witli contempt all my 
^Mwnjan</]a\y.f^l commands. I made many i^or- 
Argumcnts llfi^^^^^lgj^^ against his violent courses, to 

to convince, >' • i • ^ j i ^ ^i 11 

restraui his outroads, lest thereby he 
should have made way for his enemies 
breaking in upon us, to tlie danger of 
the whole island : but all these fortifica- 

tloos 
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tions very often he hath defaced, and hy 
the force of strong passions, he hath 
borne them down before him, without 
any regard of supreme or subordinate 
authority whatsoever. He may well 
(my Lord) be called Wilful irUl, for ex- 
cept he be more under subjection, nei- 
ther I his Captain, nor ever an Officer 
in the whole band, w^ill be obeyed, yea, 
assuredly (my Lord) if he be not curbed, 
the whole Town of Soitly will be over- 
thrown, and all the Island fall into the 
enemies' hand, to the great dishonour of 
his Majesty. And this is that which I 
have, for the present, to say. My Offi- 
cers, if it please your Lordship to have 
them called, can say very much against 
him. 

Then saith tlie Clerk, Crier, call in 
Captain Reason's Lieutenant. 

What is his name, saith the Crier ? 

He is, saith the Clerk, called 2)w- 
course. 

Lieutenant Discourse, come into the Tk^ LieutC' 
Court, Fous ttfvez the Lieutenant. "^"^'•^ **"*'- 

Lieutenant, what can you say touch- 
ing tliis Wilful Will, the Prisoner at the 
Bar? 

My Lord, my Captain and I have had 
many occasions of much conference up- 
on every serious business, into which 

tliis 
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this Prisoner hath often intruded him- 
self, and thereby hath greatly hindered 
our designments. For say we what we 
could, he would have all things go after 
his pleasure, and only to satisfy the lost of 
Mrs, Heart, and some of her drabs, on 
whom he hath attended, and by whom 
he hitherto hath been too much ruled, 
and I may say, most strangely bewitch- 
ed, having no power to deny them any 
thing. 

Our Ancient (my Lord) can further 
inform you. 

How call you him, saitli the Judge ? 

He is called (ray Lord) Profession. 

Then saith the Crier, Ancient Profes- 
sion, come into tlie Court, Fous avez 
Profession, 

Ancient, what can you say for the 
King against the Prisoner at the Bar ? 
The And' My Lord, when I bare the colours of 
ent*s zvit' a HoIt/ Conversation, and displayed the 
«<''» same in word and deed before tlie com- 

pany, he hath attempted, and that not 
seldom, to rend and tear them -, and this 
not only within ourselves, but sometime 
also before, and in the very sight of the 
enemy hath sought to deface my colours, 
through his violent disposition, untamed 
nature^ with the help of enraged passi- 
ons, to my utter disgrace, and not to 

mine 
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mine only, but to the whole bund of good 
qualities, gifts and graces, in the Town 
of Soul. 

So heady he is, and so perversely bent 
to his own will, that he never regardeth, 
for the present, what may happen after- 
wards. .Our two Sergeants can more at 
large discover him, if it please your Lord- 
ship to hear tliem : here they stand by 
me. 

What do you call them, saith the 
Judge ? My Lord, saitli the Ancient, the 
one is Sergeant Unity, and the other is 
Sergeant Order, worthy Soldiers, my 
Lord, and very serviceable for good go- 
vernment. Sergeant Unity, come in. 
What can you say of this Prisoner ? 

My Lord, when all the whole band Sergeant 
' lovingly, as one man, were obedient in Unity' stait- 
all things, he, upon every least discon- ""^• 
tent, did mutiny, and endeavoured to set 
us at odds one against another. He hath 
adhered to secret conspiracies of inbred 
corruptions 3 yea, and hath not been only 
found to favour, but ^Iso to stand for, 
and to grace our open enemies, even 
Satan's suggestions, and the poii>ps and 
vanities of this wicked world j to whom 
he hath been so serviceable, as if he had 
been a prcst soldier for them, forgetting 
his faith and allegiance to his own Sove- 
N , reign. 
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reign. If he be not, my Lord, suppres- 
sed, he will at the length be our utter 
overthrow. My Fellow-sergeant Order, 
can say more. 

Sergeant Order, what is it that you 
have to witness against the Prisoner ? 
Strgeant My Lord, whensoever he cometh out 
Orders of that lewd harlot's house, Mrs. Heart, 
toiifuss. ^jj^ fTova among her young Strumpets, 
he is so enraged, as he behaveth himself 
more like a savage beast tlian a man : 
all is by him put out of order, our Cap- 
tain cannot rule him, especially when he 
. hath gotten a pestilent fellow, one Ob'* 
toluIfuT^ ^'^"^^ *^ accompany him, and another 
fVHL' <^ggiiig> deceitful companion, caDed 
Shew of Good, to hearten him in his for- 
ward courses and bad entisements. Of 
himself he is ill enough, but these (my' 
Lord) make him incapable of good 
counsel, or of the best advice that our 
Captain can give him. 

Where are, saith the Judge, these fel-' 
lows ? Why were they not apprehended, 
and brought in hither with him ? 

My Lord, as soon as he was attached 
and brought under authority, they both 
presently fled : our Captain Reason 
made diligent search after them, but 
could not find them. For my Lord, 
these companions durst nerer appear 

with 
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with him, but when they knew him to 
be wholly bent to his own will, and when 
they were very sure our Captain had not 
strengtli enough witii him to withstand 
them, otherwise they would keep close 
and not apparently be seen to counte- 
nance him . If order might be taken for 
apprehending of tliese, there would be 
some hope of better government in this 
Prisoner, if he hap to be released. 

Upon this tlie Judge gave order to 
Mr. Sheriff, to his Under- Sheriff, and to 
all the Justices of the Bench, for the 
speedy apprehending of these two lewd 
and rebellious companions. Then the 
Crier was commanded to call in one wit- 
ness more, which was one of tlie Corpo- ' 
rals of the Band, whose name was i)w- 
cipline, who being there attending, pre- 
sently appeared. 

The Corporal being at the Bar, it was 
demanded of him what he could say 
more than had been spoken ? 

My Lord, saith he, tliough very much Corporal 
hatli been spoken, and that most truly -^"o^'w'*' 
against him, yet have I more to say than ^'"*^'* 
-hitherto hath been spoken by any of 
them. It is well known, my Lord, to 
the whole Corps de Guarde, how unruly 
he hath been after the setting of the 
watch, such conceit he hath ever had of 
n2 his 
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his freedom, my Lord, that my very 
Witt is a name hath been odious unto him. He 
great hin' hatli gotten such liberty*, that he could 
^^^^^ never endure to be disciplined, our arms 
*uuLrfare. ^^ hath taken, and made tliem often un- 
serviceable. 

Our Powder of holy affections he hath 
damped, the Match of fervency of spirit 
he hath put out : the Small Shot of spi- 
ritual ejaculations he so stopped as in 
time of need they would not go off 5 of 
the Sword of the Spirit, the Word of 
God, he quite took away the edge : he 
brake the Helmet of Salvation, bruisexi 
the Breast-plate of Righteousness, the 
Shield of Faith he cast away, and un- 
loosed the Girdle of Ferity. The PoiJits 
of all the Pikes of divine threats by pre- 
sumption he so brake off, as they had no 
force to prick the Heart, He would 
(after tlie watch Was set) of himself, 
without the Word, go the round, and 
divers times meeting the Gentlemen of 
the round, holy Meditations, and divine 
Motions, he would stop their passages, 
and turn them back again. And not 
seldom hath he fallen upon the Centi- 
nels. Quick Apprehensions, and put out 
their eyes, so as tliey could not, if the 
enemies had approached, have discerned 
tiiem. My Lord, by his wilful unruli- 

ness> 
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fiess^ and by his obstinate masterfulness 
he hath often endangered the whole 
Island of Man, the lower part calle-d 
Corps, ^ and the higher called Soul, and 
In a manner delivered them into the ene* 
my's hand. For the common Soldiers, 
the powers and faculties of both, are too 
often swayed by him, to follow him in 
his rebellious courses. And therefore, 
my Lord, if he be not suppressed and 
brought in obedience to our worthy Cap- 
tain, he will surely at the length jdeld 
this his Majesty's right, into the hands 
of foreign powers, which daily watch to 
have by him some opportunity to invade 
tis. They have (my Lord) often assailed 
our Castle of Confidence, raised upon the 
Mount of God's mercies, hoping only 
upon his help to make a breach therein, 
^nd entering to cast us out, we therefore 
tieseech your Lordship to have justice' 
against him. 

Tlien saith the Judge, you ask but 
fight, and that which in my place I am 
bound to yield you, without respect of 
persons. 

Honest Men of the Jury, you have 
heard what all these Gentlemen have 
witnessed against him, if you be agreed 
of your Verdict, give it in 5 what tliink

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you of the Prisohcr, Guilty, or Not 
Guity ? 
They answer. Guilty, my Lord. 
Then the Judge turneth his speech to 
the Prisoner: Wilful Will, thou hast 
heard what all thesie have witnessed 
against thee, what canst tliou now say 
for tliyself, why the sentence of Death 
should not now be pronounced against 
thee? 
wm speaks My Lord, I am a Gentleman free^ 
tothe Judge, bom, and ever irke a Gentleman brought 
up in liberty. And though I was in 
some sort to be ordered by Captain Rea-- 
son ; yet I ever held myself his equal, 
and stood upon my freedom of chusing 
or refusing, or of suspending the action. 
He had no autliority to enforce me fur- 
ther tlian it pleased myself. I have al- 
ways been a frep man, my Lord, frota 
servile obedience to any Man, and owe 
subjection to none but only to my Sove- 
reign. I cannot deny but that ( aptain 
Reason hath offered daily to advise me-, 
and I have not ever wholly rejected his 
counsel : if I have at any time miscarried, 
it was through the lewd Mrs. Heart* k 
deceivableness, and the violence of these 
her passionate affections misleading me, 
for want of deliberation before I either 
chused or refused the thin^ objected be<- 
fore me. I do 
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I do here (my Lord) ingenuously con- 
fess the truth of all that which these • 
Witnesses have spoken against me, for 
which I heartily crave pardon. 
- I also do acknowledge that I stood too 
much upon my birth and gentry, as too 
many at this day do, having never a good 
quality besides to brag or boast of. I Abuse of 
took it for granted, that my gentry stood *»<* «»^ 
in idleness, pleasurable delights> hawk- ^^^^* 
ing, hunting, and haunting taverns 5 
drinking of healths, whiffing the tobacco- 
pipe, putting on of new and variety of 
fashions, in hat and in hair, in clothes 
and in shoe-ties, in boots and in spurs 3 
in boasting and bragging, in cracking of 
oaths, in big looks, great wordi, and in 
some outbcaring gestures, the forms of 
Gentry : which I verily suppose should 
sufficiently of itself have born me out 
in all my extravagant courses, in my li- 
centious liberty, and lascivious wanton- 
ness in Mrs. Heart" ^ house, through 
which I was brought into all these rebel- 
lious disorders, for which I justly deser- 
ved my Sovereign's indignation, of whom 
I humbly crave mercy and forgiveness j 
Good my Lord take pity upon me. 

Wilful Willy I am sorry that thy de- Judges 
scrts are no better, being so well born, s^cck t^ 
and that t^ou hast so abused thy Gentry ^^^^ 

to 
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to thy shame and confusion, through th^ 
~ vain mistake, and foul abuse of the con- 
ceit o£ Gentry, which consists of nolle- 
ness gJ spirit, honourable endowments of 
True Gen- jfiind, praise- worthy qualities, and scr- 
trywiat. j^jf^g^Hg employments foT the King and 
Country ; and not in such base conditi- 
ons as thou hast named, unfittin<^ altoge- 
tlier true Gentry, being indeed the fruits 
cither of degenerating spirits from tlie 
worth of their ancestors, or the property 
of new upstarts, never having had tlie 
right breeding of true Gentry, nor the 
understanding of the true qualities of a 
Gentleman indeed. 

But seeing thou art humble and peni- 
tent, and mayest do his Majesty good 
service hereafter, thy deserved sentence 
shall be deferred off, till his Majesty's 
pleasure be farther known concerning 
thee : y^t in the mean space, thou art to 
be ijound to thy good behavieur, and be 
carried back again, to remain under the 
custody of Master Newman. Gaoler, 
take him to tliee, and see him forth- 
coming whensoever he shall be called 
for. 

Then said he, I humbly thank your 
Lordship ; and so bowing himself to the 
Bench, he is 'carried away from the Bar 
to the place from wlience he came, to 

remain 
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remain Prisoner until he should be re- 
leased. 

After he was removed, the Gaoler was 
commanded to set Mrs. Hearfs Maids 
to the Bar. But upon deliberation they 
were sent to Ward again unto another 
time. The reason was, for that two 
great Traitors and Rebels, chief amongst 
the damned crew, were presently to be 
arraigned, which would take up tlie al- 
lotted time before tlie Court should 
break up, and the Bench arise.

with. 

Then saith he unto him, Covetousness, 
hold up tliy hand, and hear thy Endite- 
ment. 

Covetousness, thou art here endited by /fo Endiu-' 
the name of Covetousness, in the Town mau. 
of Want, in tlie County of Never -full, 

that 
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that from the day of tliy first being tliou 
hast been tlie root of all evil^ having 
t Tim. 6. made some to play the Thieves, otliers 
^*^* to commit Treason against our Sovereign 

Mich. k. 2. Lord the King, others to murder Inno* 
cents for their inheritance. Thou art 
also here endited for Bribery, Extortion, 
Oppression, Usury, Injustice, Cozenage, 
Unmercifulness, and a multitude of out- 
rageous Villainies : besides thy hinder- 
ing Men in holy duties and means of 
Salvation, forcing them head-long to 
their destruction, contrary to the peace 
of our Sovereign Lord tlie King, his 
Crown and Dignity. 

What saye&t thou to tliis Enditement, 
Gnilty, or Not Guilty ?

Vehement Desire did greatly complain Vehemnd 
of his violent setting upon him, to make Desire hurt 
him eager after eardily things, so as he h^^ 
could hardly take any rest. 

Zeal complained, that he struck him- 7^^/ blunted 
self hard upon the head, as the blow made 
him in hope of gain, almost witliout 
sense of God's glory, which before he 
preferred above all things in the world.

them preach at home very idly, . seldom, 
and unprofitablv j though abroad either

Lord, he marreth tlieir devotion, and ^^'^^^ h ^*" 
haletii their souls out of the Church, to ^^"1^"' 
make thera to be walking their grounds, c/mnk, 
talking witli their friends, plotting busi- 
nesses, and to be going some journey, to 
be at some mjirket or fair } to be count- 
ing tlieir debts, following tlieir debtors, 
reckoning up their loan upoh usury, 
their profits and gain, here and tiiere, 
not without fear of losses. And all 
these things, my Lord, with many other 
worl^Iiy thoughts, whilst their bodies are 
in Church. 

When people come from the Church, Mat. n« 
he choaketh the seed of God's Word, People kin- 
that it thrivetii in very few j and of tliese ^'^^^^^om- 
{q\v, it is more in talk than in practice. H^HJch. 
He keepeth, my Lord, many from the 
Church, causinj: them to set the Lord's 
Day apart, not for his service, but for 
their worldly ailairs, because they will 
not take another time for hindering their 
profit in tlie week days. 

Much more (my Lord) I have to say^ 
but I am loath to be too tedious. 

You Master Church have spoken suf-^ 
ficiently and enough to condemn him.

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Master Common-weal, what can you 
say on tlie King's behalf against the Pri- 
soner at the Bar ?

I was a man of some credit, my neigh- TheCweUms 
hours well know, till I had to do with Ti^^"^^^ 
him, who would lend me nothing ^^^inJ^/own 
upon usury, and tliat upon great bonds gain. 
and mortgage of lands; and so greedy 
a wolf was he upon his prey, that if I 
missed but one day of payment, he would 
take the benefit of the mortgage, or for- 
feiture J or if he forbore longer, I payed 
him by presents and gifts so much with 
the use, as made me to groan uuder the 
burden, feeling myself in an irrecovera- 
ble consumption. Sometimes too, to 
keep day with him, I was enforced either 
to buy for time, or else to sell something 
out of hand to make ready monies ; ei- 
ther of whiclv was as bad, or worse than 
the biting of usury 5 for when JFiUiam 
Greedy, a brother of his, or also Qcun his 
cousin perceived my need. Oh how did 
he in selling for time extort from me, 
and in buying for ready money press me 1 
So that to escape a whirlpool, I fell into 
devouring gulphs, and thus he undid me. 

And not being therewith content (woe 
unto him) when I became Tenant, my 
Lord, who was before a good Freeholder,

Work, and Many-Mouths, which, my 
Lord, cast him into a consumption, 
and, like canker-worms, consumed him 
Excuses of .quickly.

I have b^en Pa- 
tron of many a good Benefice, and have 
ever given them freely ; aftd if it hap- 
pened that I reserved but of them any 
Tythes, it was tlien upon my Chaplain'* 
thankfulness, aUd only upon an honest 
composition. I have given alms now 
and then 5 I have not been altogether so 
fitraight-handed to the poor; when I sold 
or let any thing, as often as I did, the 
price set upon the same ever was so rea- 
sonable, (as my Stewards and BailifFs Coodousncst 
told me, for I trusted them,) that if one hath/air 
would not give the money, another ^'''''^*'" 
would. If in housekeeping I have been 
afty whit sparing, it was only wariness 
to avoid Riot, Excess, Drunkenness, dnd 
Gluttony, which every honest man ha- 
teth. If the podr (so many as cdine) 
were not iill relieved, it was for that I 
saw beggars to Incrfeaiie thereby, and so 
I may do more harm than good by my 
alms} for while some came from far, for 
an alms, or a penny, they might have 
earned at home in that time perhdjis two* 
pence j yea a groat sonietitnes, itiaking 
their going and coming a whole day's 
labour. I gathered, flay Lord, what I 

have 
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hav€ gotten^ by God*s blessing, aad great 
pains taking, for present and for ^ture 
maintenance of myself, my wife, and 
children after me ; .and I meant withal, 
when I died, to have given something to 
the Church, something to the poor, and 
a reward to a Preacher, to preach my 
Funeral Sermon j and somewhat more, 
perhaps, to other good uses. 
The Ceoet" Good my Lord, I beseech you consi- 
m J will jus- der of me ; I have ever had a good mind 
tijy them- ^^ wrong no man, but only have striven 
carefully and honestly to tlirive in this 
hard world -, and if all my courses be 
never so strictly observed, they will only 
prove me to be Thrift (which is my right 
name), and not Covetousness. It bath 
been my ill hap, though I have ddne 
good deeds, to be very wrongfully abu- 
sed, either by such as envied my good 
prosperity, or by some railing Tenants, 
or by some bordering neighbours that 
cannot buy of me, how, when, and what 
they list, at their own prices j or by 
some untliankful persons not satisfied 
according to their humours, though re- 
warded above their deserts. . Good my 
Lord, be good unto me, and be not car- 
ried away with the words of my malici- 
ous envious accusers. 

Fellow ! (saith the Judge) but that I 

only 
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only sit to judge, and not to be thy ac- 
cuser, I could tell thee ; first, that those 
thou hast before named, to prove thee to 
be Thrift, and riot Covetousness , are ei- 
ther flatterers, or fearful to displease 
thee, or ^vretched men, companions in 
evil like to thyself J and therefore their 
Witness is nothing worth : Next, that all One may be 
thou hast alleged concerning thy reli- ^^j'*^/»^^ 
gion, thy alms-deeds, thy housekeeping, ^^^^ 
and the rest, do not clear thee of Covet- mendable 
ousness. For the Scribes and Pharisees things, 
>vould pay Tythes, fast weekly, make Mat. 6. 
many and long Prayers 5 yea, they heard Mat. 23. 
John Baptist, a severe reprover of Sin, 
and Christ Jesus too, who sharply re- 
prehended them : they would give alms, 
adorn Sepulchres, and do many things 
which thou dost come far short of, and Luke 16, 
yet were they very covetous. The *4' 
young man that came to Christ, and 
stood upon his well-doing towards all 
men, and that from his youth up 5 yet Mat. ag. 
was he a Mamonist, and trusted in his Mark lo. 
riches. There were certain Jews as dne M- 
, prophet telleth us, who would hear ser- ^^. ^.^a- 
mons, seem to delight therein, shew love 
to their Teachers in wbrd, and speak to 
others to go and hear them, yet their 
hearts followed after their covetousness. 
In a word, the carriage of thy own 
^ speech 
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Speech uttered in thy own praises, sa- 
voureth strongly of Covetousness. But 
as I said, I will not be both an Accuser, 
and thy Judge : we will hear witnesses 
for the King in this point also. Call in 
witnesses. 

Then the Clerk willeth the Crier to 
call in one Master Proof, and one Mas- 
ter Signs. 

' Master Proof, and.Master Signs, come 
into the Court to give Evidence against 
the Prisoner at the Bar, or else you for-

But he denieth it now, saith the Judge, 
^nd calls himself Thrift, 

M[y Lord, he of late is grown ashamed 
of his name 5 but neither is, nor ever was 
ashamed, either of the nature or practice 
of Covetousness, as I and Master Signs 
here do well know, and are able to make 
good against him. 

Then you hold not his ixziUG to be 
Thrift. No 
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. No verily, my. Lord., though he hath 
pretended it to cover his odious, though 
very true name. Yet it is not to be de- 
hied, my Lord, but that one Thrift 
dwelt where he now dwelleth, and in- 
deed, he is a slip of Thrifty and thus it 
was. 

This Master Thrifi was once Steward Thnjttum' 
to three worshipful Gentlemen, Master f^^^^^h ^ 
Liberality, Master Bounty, and Master ^^* * 
Jfospitality,, and carried hunself very 
commendably in their services, and af- 
terwards for himself, when he came to 
be an housekeeper, until he fell in ac- 
quaintance with a very pestilent, subtile, 
^se Pettifogger, who gave him such bad xhe Devil, 
<?ounsel, as unhappily brought him to fall 
into familiarity with one Distrust, and Thepedi" 
suddenly to marry a daughter of his, ^r«^ Co- 
called Not-content, Through this his ^^''^f^^J^^ 
unhappy Father-in-law ever urging, and \rwpfoof 
his unquiet wife^s solicitation, he was thereefy in 
much altered in his nature and condition wfiomsocver 
from that which he was before. Of this *' "• 
woman Not-content, he had divers chil- 
dren 5 among the rest. Care, Fear, Spare ^ 
Hardfare, Toilsome, and withal, one cal- 
led Gain: Those former Sons were sour, 
sad, lumpish, frawayd, and very unquiet: 
But this lad Gain wa^ a pleasant youth, 
and often made his Parents very merry, 
a 2 and 
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and therefore though they neglected not 
the other, yet their chiefest delight was 
set upon this. This Son they so cock- 
ered, and made so much of, as they suf- 
fered him to set his love upon one Co^ 
veting, a very harlot, and withal the base 
daughter of Desire ; upon which filthy 
harlotry, he begot this fellow Covetous^ 
ness, the Prisoner now at the Bar : who 
when he was but a very babe, so conti- 
nually lay sucking at his mother Covets 
ing's breasts, as she had not milk enough 
for him ; and therefore, with her hus- 
band Gain's consent, she put him to be 
nursed, and nourished up of one Greedy , 
the wife of Money-hve. Now so it fell 
out, that tliese two had a daughter called 
Hope-to-increase, to which he at ripe 
years, was married, who between them- 
selves, as also by the help of their Pa- 
rents, on both sides; of his Parents Gain 
and Coveting, and of her Parents Greedy 
and Money- love, they did grow rich and 
very great. And so insatiable hath he 
been ever in getting, as he justly deser- 
veth to be caDed Covetousness, his very 
true and proper name. And this is that 
which I have to say, my Lord, and I 
hope it may give the Jury satisfaction, 
that he is not endited by a false name. 
If you have spoken. Master Proof, 

then 
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then Crier call hi MslsI^t Signs, saithtlic 
Judge. 

Master Signs, saitl^ the Crier, stood 
up to the Bar. 

Then the Judge asked him^ if he 
knew the Prisoi^er ? 

My Lord, saith he, I have known this 
inan of a long time, his name is Cavet^ 
ousness ; he was so born, said brought 
up, as Master Proof hath witnessed to 
your Lordship, and to the Jury. 

But (saith the Judge) you have heard 
him deny that this is his name j what 
evident tokens can you therefore deci- 
pher him by, that the Jm*y may know 
him to be the very man ? 

My Lord, though I know him to be 
blindied with Self-love, and with an over 
good conceit of himself, as rich men 
commonly be, (so saith Solomon,) as also Pro. ad, 
that he is flattered by such, as he him- n. 
self hath named to your Lordship, that 
he will never believe what I shall say -, 
yet will I deliver undoubted tokens to 
the Jury, for them to know assuredly 
that he is the very man, according to hi$ 
name 3 a right Mamonist. For, my signs of a 
Lord, he cannot deny that he was ever cooetousper* 
content with his estate, Heh, xiii. 5. but '*"• 
through the love of money, which he 
coveteth after, he hati^ laboured an^ 
a 3 made 
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made haste to be rich, 1 Tim. vi. g, 
Prov. xxiii. 4. Prov, xxviii. 20. and 
never would be satisfied, Eccles, v. 6* lOU 
nor have enough, /*a. Ivi. 11. For as 
riches increased, so he set his heart u^B 
them, Psa, Ixii. 10. His chiefest yoj 
was because his wealth was great, and 
because his hand had gotten much^ Joh 
xxxi. 25. He hath received silver, rather 
than instruction, and gold rather than 
knoVledge, Prov. viii. 10. His trust was 
in his riches, Pi-ov. xi. 20. Jer, xlviii. 7- 
His wealth was his strong City, Prov, 
X. 15. and as a high wall in his conceit^ 
Prov. xviii. 11. Greedy hath he been 
of gain, and through his greediness, hath 
he troubled his own house, Prov, v. 27. 
By chiding, chafing, turmoiling, pinch- 
ing fare, and such like means, he hath 
increased his estate by unjust gain and 
oppression. Prov. xxviii. 8. and xxii. l6. 
Giifts he hath loved and received, Prov. 
xxix. 4. Is a. i. 23. In his abundance 
he hath not had power given him to live 
plentifully, £cc/ejf. vi. 2. but hath spared 
more than needeth, Prov, xi. 24. He 
hath eaten upon other men's labours, 
Isa. iii. 14. and his Neighbours' labours 
he hath used without recompence, Jer, 
xxii. 13. for he always only looked to 
his own ways, and to his own gain, Isa, 

Ivi. 
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Ivi , 1 1 . S tudy ing to j oin house to hou se, 
and field to field, tliat he might be alone, 
ha. V. 8. He hath built houses by un- 
righteousness and wrong, Jer, xxii. i3. 
He hath made unhonest' gain, Ezek, 
Xxii. 13. 24. And gotten greedily by ex- 
tortion, Ezek. xxii. 12. His eyes, and 
his heart were only for covetousness, 
Jer, xxii. 17. Besides all these, my 
Lord, he hath suffered the cares of this 
world, and deceitfalness of riches, to 
choke the Word of God, that it hath 
been witliout fruit in him. Mat, xiii. 22. 
He never devised liberal things, Isa, 
xxxii. 8. not to despise the gain of de- 
ceits, Isa, xxxii. 8. Any proposition 
tending to cost was ever displeasing to 
him, and like the young man in the Gos- Mat. 19. 
pel, would he go away heavily, as one 
grieved to part with his goods. As an 
AhaJb he never could see a Nahoth*^ 
vineyard lying commodiously for him, 
but he eargerly gaped after it. If he 
gave to the poor, and to good uses, it 
was of necessity, not freely, 2 Cor. ix. 5. 
sparingly, and not bountifully, nor cheer- 
fdlly, and of a willing mind, pleading 
not' to be so rich as men took him to be, 
Prov. xiii. 7«
